The  Demon  is  a  neat  and  well-printed  but  routine  Group  II  annual.  It 
has  no  particular  individuality,  and  not  much  imagination  or  originality 
has  gone  into  its  making. 

Pictures  seem  somewhat  below  standard,  and  I  am  not  sure  whether  the 
fault  lies  with  the  photographer  or  engraver.  In  individual  pictures 
there  is  too  great  a  variation  in  distance  of  the  subject  from  the  lens 
of  the  camera ,  and  consequently  some  faces  appear  much  larger  than  others 
Some  nhotographer's  prints  or  engraver's  plates  appear  to  be  underexposed 
The  book  is  handsomely  printed  and  the  cover  is  appropriate.  The  Domon 
seems  to  give  fairly  good  coverage  to  the  school  in  conventional  fashion. 
Thero  is  little  copy  except  the  will  and  prophecy  which  are  of  doubtful 
value  and  viiich  are  not  carefully  edited  ("jute  oox"  and  "coamedian"). 
Division  pages  are  fairly  interesting,  but  the  songs  used  as  backgrounds 
are  often  not  even  distinguished  popular  ones. 

The  annual  is  only  moderately  effective.  It  needs  more  planning,  work, 
and  imagination.

Only  natural,  I  thought.  Frances  Epperly  was  with  another  nurse  arguing  about  her  day  off.  I  sincerely  hope  that  Frances 
won.  As  we  passed  a  supply  room,  I  noticed  Margaret  W  illiams  eagerly  climbing  upon  the  scales.  Nope,  no  change  since 
yesterday!  I  inquired  about  Nancy  and  Sidney.  Sidney,  it  seemed,  was  working  in  the  V.  P.  I.  mess  hall  during  his  time  off — 
“To  quiet  his  nerves,”  he  said.  Nancy  was  in  her  private  laboratory  trying  to  find  a  new  formula  for  H202.  As  yet  she  had 
not  succeeded.  I  had  to  be  on  my  way,  so  I  bade  Alma  good-bye  and  continued  my  homeward  trip.

As  we  drew  closer  to  Cambria,  I  noticed  an  attractive  farmhouse  beside  the  road.  In  front  a  sign  said,  "Try  Lester’s 
Apple  Cider — Aged  to  Suit  Your  Taste.  Taste  to  Suit  Your  Age.”  Then  I  saw  Willy  on  a  large  tractor  waving  good-bye  to 
Hildred,  who  stood  in  the  door.  I  asked  Palmer  to  stop,  that  I  might  speak  to  Hildred.  She  seemed  glad  to  see  me  and  right 
away  introduced  me  to  little  Junior  whose  teacher.  Beatrice  Woods,  just  wouldn’t  let  him  throw  spitballs.  It  seems  that  she 
thought  they  were  old-fashioned.  I  looked  around  Hildred’s  cute  home  and  noticed  a  stack  of  records  on  the  table.  She 
showed  them  to  me  and  I  saw  that  they  were  "Reish  Records,”  with  piano  score  by  Lois  Reish.
